Portland conarut mortar behaved 
well, Fpncially with the addition of salt 
The final recommendation of tho com- 
mit tco is that lay ing livickor rubble ma- 
sonry iu winter to uso only portlaud ce- 
ment mortar, mixed with salt if possi- 
ble.

20 years in succession he occupied the 
post of president. 


His abilities and powers of organiza- 


tion made, him the most potent factor in 
all disputes between capital and labor 
in tho weaving industry. Side by sido 
with Mr. T. Eertwistlc, now govern- 
ment factory inspector, Mr. Holmes was 
at tho head of the labor organizations 
During tno great strikes ol 1878 cutt 
188-1. 


After tho latter struggle most of thq 


towns in northeast Lancashire aucl 
Cheshire, where weaving was carried 
on, amalgamated into one vast, power- 
ful 
federation, 
representing 
30,000 


work people, and is known as tho 
Northern Counties' Amalgamated Pow- 
er Loom Weavers' association. 


At Briry, near Manchester, in 1884, 


Mr. Holmes was again honored by being 
elected president, and he has every year 
fince then been elected without opposi- 
tion. 


So far the amalgamation had bscu 


nrnong the weavers themselves, but it 
was found that the interests of all tho 
factory workers wero identical, and au- 
Sther more important organization was 
formed—tho Textile Factory Workers' 
association—comprising all workers en- 
gaged in textile trades. Of this associa- 
tion Mr. Holmes is now president. 


Ha led a successful campaign a few 


years ago against the excessive steaming 
in weaving ehedg, and his association 
has obtained parliamenatry interference 
and enactment which make, tho lives of 
tho operatives far more tolorablo and of 
a healthier order than they used to be. 
Under the old system they frequently 
left tho weaving sheds drenched with 
moisture, and many deaths wero direct- 
ly tracoabla to colda contracted at such 
times. 


Mr. Holmes has realized and empha- 


sized tho doctrine that the best organ- 
ized workers aro the best paid. This 
principle has taken root iu Lancashire, 
and Mr. Holmes finds himself .it the 
head of the best organized class of work- 
ers in Lancashire, if not in England, 
and It would not perhaps bo too much 
to say that there nro not anywhere olse 
factory operatives who have so greatly 
improved their condition, or who nro so 
powerful through organization. 


Mr. Holmes has been a mem her of tho 


Burnley school board for nearly 20 
years nnd a town councilor for a score of 
years, A fow years ago ho was made a 
justice of tho peace. There is one honor 
which has not yet overtaken him (it is 
perhaps not far off)—that of M. P. Last 
year he attended labor congresses nt Zu- 
rich, Switzerland, nnd Rouboux, France. 
His present mission to tho United States 
completes a triology of honors such as 
has nevei* before been conferred upon an 
English workingmnn. 


Ho is a teetotaler, bnt likes a good 


cigar. His manner is .simple and unas- 
suming, and though his knowloflgo of 
book theories is limited ho is blessed 
with good ciommou. sense.

nell, onu of the .urealest ruoii Ireland over 
produced. That was an important era in 
Irish life. Tho urt'at movement was in- 
terrupted 
by the 
polalo blight which 


brouylit the fur.iinr of JS17 upon Ireland 
causing tin: denili of hundreds of thous- 
ands. 
The famine and pestilence broke 


the movement and broke the heart of the 
groat leader. 


Despite every hardship another move- 


ment sprang inlo existence under the lead- 
ership of William Smith OMlrieu, a Prol- 
esiunt gentleman, lie was seconded in the 
work by such men as Thomas Francis 
JU'.agher who lectured about that time in 
lluntingtou hall . It wns a physical forco 
movement but failcil from the overwhelm- 
ing power of England and her merciless 
way of using it In suppressing the spirit of 
freedom in Ireland. 
Tim movement of the 


Young Ireland party left an imporlshnble 
Impress upon the national literature of 
Ireland, the songs of Thomas Davis being 
an example of the genius and patriotism 
with which the movement was inspired. 


The next was the Penian movement in 


1SU1. 
During its progress a ureai many 


Irish Americans visited Ireland and wera 
at once 9ii.ipec.tccl 
by the 
authorities. 


Many were, arrested and all were univer- 
sally recognized on account of their broad 
toed boots, their soft hals and their Ameri- 
can style and manuevs. Tim speaker re- 
cite.d a very humorous poem written by 
him nt the time portraying the terror of 
the government at the presence of so many 
1'nnkecs with square tood hoots and it 
wound up with an allusion to tha manner 
In which Uncle Sacn once used his squared 
toed boot on John Bull. 


The movement under Isaac Butt was 


wholly a constitutional one, waced by 
legitimate methods In parliament and out- 
side. 
Ireland wanted a rnnre vigorous 


leader and found a man of rare ability in 
Ihe person of C'barlea Stewart Par[icll,that 
nnble patriot whose name will ever be a 
shining mark In Irish political history. 


Tlie obstructive tactics 
introtiuced by 


I'arnell, liiggar and others in the house of 
commons was ably described. Some of tlio 
most 
comical phases 
were portrayed, 


showing the continued turmoil kept up in 
parlinnx'.nl by the Irish 
mcnihcrs as a 


means of forcing: Irish reforms. 


This policy Drought cuercive measures, 


and caused the Irish members to be ex- 
pelled from the house in britches of 
fl'ocn 


two lo Ihirij-sevon, and sometimes tho 
cnlire number wiihdrcwin protest against 
the tactics umpioyed lo defeat Irish meas- 
ures. 


The government officials during these 


periods were satirixeil in various ways. 


The famine of 1ST9 with us effects were 


also 
described. 
'['lie 
rise 
;ind 
pro- 


gress of the Land Loagne, the work of 
lighting the landlords, Iho boycotting pro- 
cjss and all the various phases of the 
coercive Jaws were dwell upon in a most 
iulercaiing way. 


The speaker told many humorous anec- 


dotes and he sang a popular ballad in 
Irish dialect por'.raying the popular senti- 
ment of that time in regard to English of- 
ficials, policemen and rackrenting 
land- 


lords. 


He declared that millions of dollars iu 


rent had been paid by ihe Irish exiles in 
various countries of the world. 


Jn concluding ho snowed that in all the 


struggles for Irish freedom, under every 
hardship and disappointment 
ihc. people 


were hopeful, they never despair and never 
will despair. 


Since tne passage of a home rule meas- 


ure by the commons, the change in Eng- 
lish sentiment in favor of home rule, 
the 


agitation for the abolition or 
modification 


of tbe house of lords and the determina- 
tion to do Ireland justice, the cause has 
made siendy progress and although 
final 


victory may lie delayed it is absolutely cer- 
tain to come. 
Every reform ever under- 


taken by the great liberal party had been 
eventually carried and so it will be with 
home rule for Ireland in the not distant, 
future. 


Tbe speaker sat down amid the most en- 


ihusiasnc applause. 
He is a gentleman 


who forcibly reminds one of the venerable 
Patrick Donolioe of the Pilot and like that 
gentlemen his career has been a long one 
in ihe ups and downs of Irish journalism. 
Mr. Sullivan by bis songs as well as in tiie 
"Nation" ablv assisted by his brother, the 
J;ite A. M. Sullivan, kept the national spirit 
alive in Ireland even when fate seemed 10 
be against Ireland's national hopes.

stroyed by lire, Saturday evening,a. general 
alarm being sounded as a precautionary 
measure, the oxtent and appearance of the 
bla/c demanding it. 


An enormous crowd went lo the fire, 


people on foot and vehicles by Iho 
hun- 


dred. 


The fire to all present appearances was 


of incendiary origin and caught atone 
end. 
The, oiled soaked floors anil wood 


work made combustible material and -when 
Ihii lire was seeu by a member of the en- 
gine company across the street, it had 
gained great headway. 


The dcpartmant responded quickly from 


30 long a run and many lines of hose were 
laid. 
On the. Lincoln street bridge over 


le's brook four engines drafted water 


fruit! the brook. 


Thu firemen saved a 2J story wooden 


buildinc ou the tannery side of the bridge, 
occupied on the street floor by McDonald 


riper, grocers and provision dealers, 


and upstairs by tenements, and also a 
jrick addition to the, tannery. 


Nearly everybody knows tlie old tannery 


formerly Locke, Avory & Maddock's prop- 
erty used for tanning purposes since the 
ifties. 
Tho main building was 150 by 40. 


The total 1loor area was about 3(1,000 
square feet, or six-sevenths of an acre, 
b'or two years it had been practically un- 
occupied, the tanning lirm having removed 
to New York state. 
Early in October 


Jlowarth & Watson, the cop tuba makers 
across the street, bought the property in a 
untp together with six acres of land. 


I''or four wncks the firm had had men at 


work cleaning up tlie place while consid- 
erable old machinery was being shipped to 
New York. 
A smail insurance was placed 


on the building which w;is lohave been in- 
creased when tho cleaning up work had 


en completed. 
In the basement, t'ue Lowell Bo* and 


Lumber company wore preparing to move 
its machinery, and lost Block on hand and 
some in the cars, or an amount valued by 
Irving Lnroson at $3400 on which there 
was S2000 insurance. 


Howarth & Watson could not 
estimate 


their loss, but a well known contractor 
says that i?lo,000 will hardly rebuild the 
BLrucfurf) in the condition, even as it was. 
While apparently dilapidated it is said that 
the building was good for 
fifty years more 


use it (Ire had not, swept it away. 


The building occupied by Piper & Mc- 


Donald was scorched, while water satu- 
rated it from top lo bottom. 
The firm had 


an insurance of S1000. Howarth ite Wat- 
son owned the building. Their insurance 
was placed with Coburn & Sherman. 


Soiiicj Fire Is'oteB. 


One fireman was burned slightly and Dr. 


Hicker attended him. 


Two militiamen were badly hurt. 
One 


was run into and knocked down by a 
private vehicle aud Ihu other fell through 
the opening in the bridge and injured his 
leg and head so lhat he had to be carried 
home. 


Scores of pairs of rubbers were lost in 


the mud. 


The fire made a brilliant sight from all 


parts of the city. 


OporilME «l' the Tflnuery. 


Judges Hadley and Frye distinctly re- 


member the opening of tba tannery about 
185-1. 
They tell an interesting story of the 


big barbecue on that occasion, tbe expense 
of which was settled by ilr. Ajers, the 
settler of Ayers' city, 
Judge Frye says he was a barefooted boy 


at that time and after school he and othev 
boys ran all the way from Cbapel hill to 
the tannery to ect into the feed. 
When 


they zol there the crowd had hail its fill of 
roast beef, corn and potatoes and were en- 
gaged in keeping up a bombardment in 
which lumps of beef and fat were the mis- 
siles. The floors and stairways of the tan- 
nery In consequence were very slippery 
and the bojs had great fun slipping about 
iu the fat.

This feeling is shared by some of the 


most prominent Democratic leaders of the 
house, and there is a strong possibility 
that the bankiug and currency committee 
will be overruled and the special order 
will give this week to debate, with pro- 
vision for a final vote after the holiday 
recoss. 


The adjournment for the holiday recess

In Her DIsorlinlaationB. 


, Dec. 17.— In view of the 


disinclination of congress to tako .up tha 
BUffar ichcdulea of tha tarill act, and the 
consequent improbability of any action a3 
was rooommendad by the president loot- 
ing to the repeal of the duty of one-tenth 
of one cent on sug-ar produced andor Cho 
bounty system, the future action oE tha 
German government 
ia being awaited 


with some apprehension here. 


The speech of the German chancellor In 


the relohstag, In which ho made a strong 
point of tho discrimination imposed by the 
United States toward German sugar, is 
believed to indicate a strengthening of the 
policy whloh the government has adopted 
directed to the exclusion or severe restric- 
tion upon American products sought to bo 
Imported into Germany. 


At present Mr. Runyoa is working hard 


to secure an amelioration of tho rigid or- 
ders of exclusion in tho case of American 
cattle, and Secretary Gresham is in al- 
most daily consultation, with tho Gorman 
minister hore upon the samo subject, as 
well as upon that of cottonseed oil, which 
has just suffered a severe blow from tha 
Increase of the Import tax to 200 per cont, 
practically exclusive. 


Up to this cimo no appreciable degree of 


success has attended theso efforts of our 
government, the character oC tho negotia- 
tions appearing to indicate a purpose on 
the part; of the Gorman government to 
procrastinate until congress decisively an- 
nounces its Intention In cha matter of the 
•ugar duty. 


As long as theea conditions obtain, our 


government is likely to wait patiently, 
but ahould thero bo any fresh attacks by 
the Germans upon American interests), 
there is good reason to believe that the ad- 
ministration will have recourse to the re- 
taliation act of 1890, and singling out some 
German article, the Importation of which 
into the United States about equals in 
volnms the normal Ameripan cattle and 
meat trade wich Germany, forbid its im- 
portation. 


The Price of Peace.

Tho song, "A Loyal Knight," was next 


sung by Jdcbael Gormnn and loudly ap- 
plauded. 
Tlio next B«lecl ion was "The 


Wearing of the Green." tiy Daniel J. Don- 
ahue, and the slngi'r was also greeted with 
the heartiest applause. 


Jlr. Crowley then introdnced the speak- 


er as a man who had taken a leading part 
iu the Irish national movement since 18-13. 
A patriot iind a literary man of acknowl- 
edged ability. 


The erecting which the speaker received 


as he bowed again and again befora the 
audinnco was such as only an Irish ,iu- 
dJKiice can give. Ills subject was "Scenes 
and Incidents of Jri.sh life," 
incidents 


which had como under his personal ob- 
servation and which would Interest alike 
the native horn Irishman or the friends of 
freedom beneath the stars and stripes. 


Lie attended one of the great repeal 


meetings presided over by Daniel O'Con- 
noll, one of iho greatest men Ireland ever 
produced. That was au important, era iu 
Irish Ufa. 
Tlie great movement was in- 


terrupted 
by Iho potato lillght which 


brought the famine of 184" 
upon Ireland 


causing the death of hundreds of thous- 
ands. 
The famine ami pestilence broke 


the movement und broke tha heart of the. 
groat lender. 


Despite every hardship another move- 


ment sprang iuto existence under the lead- 
ership of William .Smith O'Urlen, a Prot- 
estant gentleman. He was seconded in the 
work by such men as Thomas 1'rancis 
Meagher who lectured about that time in 
Huntington hall . It was a physical force 
movement but failed from the Overwhelm- 
ing power of England and her merciless 
way of ufllnc it in suppressing the spirit of 
freedom In Ireland. The movement of tho 
Young Ireland parly loft an imperishable 
impress upon Iho, national literature of 
Ireland, the songs of Thomas Davis being 
an example of the qenius and patriotism 
with which the ruovemeut was inspired. 


The next was the Feniau movement In 


1807. 
During its progress a yrea; many 


Irish Americana visited Ireland and were 
at once suspected by the 
authorities. 


Many were arrested aud all were univer- 
sally recognised on1 account of their broad 
toed boots, their soft hats and their Ameri- 
can style and manners. 
Tha speaker re- 


cited a very humorous poem written by 
him at the timo portraying the terror of 
the government at the presence of HO many 
Yankees with square toed boots and it 
wound up with an allusion to tho manner 
in which Uncle Sam onco used his squared 
toed boot on Johu Bull. 


The movement under Isaac Butt was 


wholly a constitutional one, waued by 
legitimate methods In parliament, and out- 
side. 
Ireland wanted a more vigorous 


leader and found a man of rare ability in 
the person of Charles Stewart Parnell.that 
noble patriot whose name will ever be a 
shining mark In Irish political history. 


The obstructive tactics Introduced by 


Pnrnell, Biggar and others iu the house of 
commons was ably described. Some of tho 
must 
comical phases 
were portrayed, 


showing the continued turmoil kept up in 
parliament by the Irish 
members a« a 


means of forcing Irish reforms. 


This.policy brought coereive measures, 


and caused the Irish members to be ex- 
pelled from the house in batches of 
from 


two to 
thirty-seven, and sometimes the 


entire number withdrewin protest against 
the tactics employed to defeat Irish meas- 
ures. 


Tho government officials during these 


periods wore satirized iu various ways. 


The famine, of 1370 with its effects were 


also 
described. 
The 
rise 
and pro- 


gress of the Land League, tho work of 
lighting tlie landlords, the boycotting pro- 
cess and 
all the various phases of Ihe 


coercive laws were dwelt upou in a most 
interestini: way. 


The speaker told mauy humorous 
anec- 


doies and he sang a popular ballad in 
Irish dialect portraying the popular senti- 
ment of that time in regard lo English of- 
llcials, policeman and rackrenting land- 
lords. 


Ue declared that millions of dollars in 


rent hail been paid by tbd Irish exiles in 
various countries of the world. 


In coucludiug he showed that in all the 


struggles for Irish freedom, 
under every 


hardship and disappointment the people 
were hopeful, ihey never despair aud never 
will despair. 


^ince the passage of ,1 home rule meas- 


ure by the commons, the change in Eng- 
lish sentiment in favor of home rule, 
the 


agitation for the abolition or 
modification 


of the house of lords and the determina- 
tion to do Ireland justice, the cause lias 
made steady progress and although final 
victory may bb delayed it is absolutely CCT- 
•ain to come. 
Every reform ever under- 


taken by the greal liberal pnrty had 
been 


eventually carried and so it will he with 
home rule for Ireland in the cot ijistant 
future. 


The speaker sat down amid the most en- 


:husiastic applause. 
He is a gentleman 


who forcibly reminds one of the'venerablc 
Patrick Donohoe of the Pilot and like tbat 
u'tntlemen his career has been a long one 
in the ups aud downs of Irish journalism. 
Mr. .Sullivan by his songs as well aa in the 
•'Nation1' ably assisted by bis brother, the 
ale A. M. Sullivan, kept the national spirit 
ilive in Ireland even when fate seemed to 
:ie against Ireland's national hopes. 


A.L the conclusion of the lecture D. J. 


Donahue, Esq., sang God Save Ireland, 
The audience joining iu the chorus.

Saturday evening,;i general 
alarm being souudci) us a precautionary 
mcasmr, ilu: extent and appearance of the 
blaze demanding it.

ennrmou.s crowd went to the (ire. 


people on foot and vehicles by the hun- 
dred. 


Thii firf to all present appearances was 


of incendiary origin and caught at onn, 
end. 
TliH oiled soaked floors and wood 


work made combustible material and when 
the fire iras seen by a member of tlie en- 
gine company across tha street, it had 
gained areat headway. 


The; department responded quickly from 


so long n run and many lines of hose were 
laid. 
On tbn Lincoln street bridge over 


Kale's brook four engines drafted 
water 


from thi brook. 


The, lireiuen saved a 2J story -wooden 


building oo the tannery side of the bridge, 
occupied on the street lloor by McUonald 
>Ji Piper, iiroccirs and 
provision dealers, 


and upstairs by tenements, aud also u 
brick addition to the tannery. 


Nearly everybody knows ttie old tannery 


formerly Locke, Avery & Haddock's prop- 
erty used for lanniug purposes since the 
lifties. The main building wan 150 by 40. 
The 
total 
floor area was about 81),000 


square feel, or six-seveuths of an acre. 
For two years It had been practically un- 
occupied, the tanning firm having removed 
to >ew York state. 
Early in October 


Howard) & Watson, the cop Lube makers 
across the street, bought the property in a 
lump together with six acres of land. 


For four weeks tha flrtn hid had men at 


work cleaning up the place while consid- 
erable old machinery was being shipped to 
New York. 
A. smafl insurance was placed 


on the building which was to have been in- 
creased when the cleauing up work i ad 
been completed. 


In the basement, the Lowell Box and 


Lumber company were, preparing to move 
its machinery, and lost stock on hand and 
some in the cars, or an amount valued by 
Irving Lamsou at S3400 on -which there 
was 5S2000 insurance. 


Howarth it Watson, could not 
estimate 


their loss, but a well Icnown 
contractor 


says that 815,000 will hardly rebuild the 
aLructure in tho condition even as it was. 
While apparently dilapidated it is said that 
tho building was good for fifty yearn more 
use if (Ire had nod swept It away. 


The building occupied by Piper & Mc- 


Donald was scorched, while water satu- 
rated It from top to bottom. 
The firm had 


an insurance of S10QO, Howarth ite Wat- 
son owned the building. 
Their insurance 


was placed with Coburn & Sherman.

One fireman was burned slightly and Dr.

Two militiamen were badly hart. One

settler of Ayers' city. 


Judge Frye says ho was a barefooted boy 


at that time and after school ha and other 
boys ran all the way from Chapel hill to 
the tannery to pet into the feed. 
"WTicn 


they got there the crowd had had its fill of 
roast beef, corn and potatoes and -were en- 
gaged in keeping up a bombardment in 
which lumps of beef and fat were the mis- 
siles. Tha floors aod stairways of tho tan- 
nery in. consequence were very slippery 
and the boya had great fun slipping about 
in. the fat.

| Conclusions arrived at by an Austrian 
^society of engineers and architects, after 
la series of experiments mada last wiu- 
;ter to determine tho action of cold on 
•masonry, are that in brick masonry laid 
in frosty weather mortars into which 
any part of liuio eutors should not bo 
used. Koiinni cement mortars behavo 
fairly well under such conditions, and 
Portland cement mortars give good re- 
sults. 
Tho use of warm water gave 


somewhat better results, and salt ma- 
terially increasRd the resistance to frost. 
With rubble masonry, using either sand- 
stone or limestone, lime mortar was out 
of place, and Roman cement mortar 
gave poor results unless mixed with 
salt. Portland oemout mortar behaved 
well, specially with the addition of salt 
Tho final recommendation of the com- 
mittco is thatlayin" brick or rubble ma- 
sonry in winter lo use only portlaud ce- 
ment mortar, mixed with salt if possi- 
ble.

John F-uru«. 


Mr. John Bnrus, M. P., of London, 


has earned for 
himself 
cho titlo of 


'•tribnne" of the people. 
John Burns 


is a born leader of men, and at tho Eng- 
lish metropolis there is no man as pow- 
erful among tho working classes. HB 
}-.ns Tron a special place in the house of 
finimons. 
He is n. representative of n 


jifw type—tho typo tho education act 
mnde possible. 
Ho has intellectual 


finalities an attractive personality, and 
his entrance to parliament opens a new 
phase of English life. To an English iu- 
i- rviewer he hns drawn his own lifo as 
follows: 


"I was born in Battcrson, London, 


November, ISoS. 3Iy dear old mother 
brought us all up like Spartan soldiers. 
I was educated at Christchurch school 
in this very district- which I now repre- 
sent r,:i the London county council and 
parliament. When I left .school, I went 
ns a 'tigor' in tnp hat and top boots to 
a p"ntic7uaii in Hempstead, and when I 
left him. having outgrown my nniform, 
I went as a potboy to the Winstanley 
Arms, but I never drank. 
- 
"I became an npprentico to a firm of 


de-igners. and then my political troubles 
began. I used to address meetings in 
tho conntry, and this coining to the ears 
of my superiors. I was discharged. How- 
ever, rhe head of the firm, knowing I 
did EJV work well, insisted on my ro- 
tnm. A year or two after that 1 got 
into troublefnr addressing a meeting on 
Clapham common and was taken beforo 
the magistrate. I was strnggling with 
the police when that yonug lady [point- 
ing, wi:h a smile, to his charming wife, 
•who sat be=idehim] caught a glimpse of 
me, with my rough hair, flushed face 
and torn jack;!. She was coming from 
church with hrr father, John Gale, a 
Deptford street shipwright. I looked at 
her. 
She looked at me. Wo met again 


and again, and at last she became Mrs. 
Bums, and I won't tell yon all sho's 
teen to me. 


- "Well. iTi If-SO times wero bad, and 
1 had no work here, so I accepted an 
engineering engagement on the west 
coast of Africa. 
H..TC 1 worked for a 


year or two. and it w:is in that tropical, 
death bonnd region that I found in tho 
land of 
the 
rivei Adam 
Smith's 


•Wealth of Nations.' which 
I 
de- 


voured. It was n revelation to me. It 
was that book and Robert Burns' say- 
iug, 'It is. tha most sorrowful thing in 
the •world to see na honest man willing 
to work nnable to get it,' that renlly 
set me firm in the work of laboring for 
the masses. Adam Smith, Robert Burns 
and my own hard lot have built me up 
tato -what 1 am. 
"When I left Africa, 


which I did rather than be put over the 
liead of ay senior, who really had 
•won the peat that was offered to me, 
I coina back to England, 
I had ft lit- 


tle money on hand, and this I spent in 
traveling all <w« the continent stndy- 


•rg great galleries, wandering about 
!hc cathedrals, a splendid education for 
'a man brought up ns I hnd been.' Aft- 
er awhile I crime Ijaek to work in Eng- 
land. Times grew hard; distress came, 
then tho Trafalgar .square riots. 
I was 


the 'man with tho red flag' then. Then 
camo my imprisonment. I hold it as a 
cardinal principle that every man should 
go to prison as part of. his education. 
I 


havo no desire for oflicc. 
I havo clone 


my best and loyally tried to dignify tho 
art of tho demagogue, but I would sooner 
he plaiu John Burns than thu Right 
Hon. John Burns, premier of England. 
Jlouoy has not n particle of attraction 
for me. I hjive had temptation enough 
that way, God knows. Within tho last 
year or two I have returned to good 
hearted niuii something like £5,000, o£- 
fere-1 to help mo in my fight for tho 
people. 


"I don't want money or office. 
I am 


prouder of my present oflicu, judge ad- 
vucatci general of tho 
poor, ' than I 


should be of tho premiership itself. For 
many hours cluily, as yuu havo senti, 
there is a stream of people corning to 
mo in distress for work, advice, claiin- 
ing for insurance and halt' a thousand 
other things. 
They trust me. 
They 


know I am working for their good and 
not for my own. 


"Tho trades union movement of to- 


day is broadly typical of that thu new 
democracy will be, plus rational educa 
tiou, hitherto tho monopoly of the cul- 
tured classes. 
This, coupled with tho 


workingmon's common senso, will be, on 
the whole, not a bad blend. 
Of this I 


nm quito certain—a corrupt 
govern- 


ment will never characterize the Kug- 
lish democracy. 


"I havo helped to organize upward of 


100 trade unions and been connected 
with -10 strikes. 


"I rnnst tell yon something which 


took place the other day. I was; amused. 
I was going duwn the street when I 
saw a man with a hag full of my por- 
traits. So I nskprl him how ho found it 
pay. 
'Find it pay, gov'nor''1 ho criod. 


'Now, look 'ere, 1 don't mind telling 
you straight, John (they call ma John), 
I make mure money out of your photos 
than you get from Battersca for all your 
work. 
I bavu sold fiO,OQO of them pic- 


tures of yours in the last nine months, 
and there's scores of others could say 
tho Game.' " 


The interview was broken by a stream 


of visitors, including an old ludy who 
plumped down a bag of chinking sover- 
eigns, Baying, "There, John, there's 
£SC, 
all my savings. 
\Vhateveryou do 


with it, I shall bo satisfied." 
Then 


came a pale, thin girl asking for n ticket 
for n convalescent home, next a man in 
trouble with his employer for advice in 
a legal matter, and a rich man had sent 
£13,000,to John for the Albeit palace. 
It was an impressive sight, tho confi- 
dence and love of these people, with the 
sympathetic manner and keen insight of 
the "judge advocate ccnoral" hirusolf. 


David IIolmeH. 


David Holmes was born tit IMnnches- 


ter on Nov. 16,18-13. He lost his moth- 
er when he was only 7 years of age. 


At tho ago of 8 ho began to wenvo on 


tho hand loom, so common at that timo 
in most of the Lancashire towns. 
In B 


couplo oE years, without mentioning his 
intention to any one, ho left Ins paren- 
tal roof at Manchester, and after a 
rough tramp for about 30 miles turned 
up unexpectedly at his uncle's house nt 
Padihnni. 


Here he made hia flrat acquaintance 


with the steam loom, with which ho 
has ever sinco bcou intimately associ- 
ated. 


Tho only facilities ho had for train- 


ing his mind and getting the rudiments 
of education \voro at tho Unitarian Sun- 
day school and night school. 


His connection with trade unionism 


dates from 1850, when ho joined tho 
Padiham Weavers' association. A great 
strike in that year was a moans of edu- 
cation which impressed his youthful 
mind very forcibly. 


When 1? years of age, hu left his 


adopted home and took xip his residence 
at Burnley, where ho has since lived 
and labored. 


Ho married at 19 years of age and 


has 14 children. H of whom nre living. 


For some years he labored in the fac- 


tory like other operatives, and his lifo 
was uneventful. 
He was always a be- 


ciation became affiliated with the North- 
east Lancashire amalgamation, and for 
20 years in succession he occupied the 
post of president. 


His abilities and powers of organiza- 


tion made him the most potent factor in 
all disputes between capital and labor 
in tho weaving industry. Side by side 
witli Mr. T. Bertwistle, now govern- 
ment factory inspector, Mr, Hohneawas 
at the head of the labor organizations 
during tue great atri&es ol 1H78 ana 
1884. 


After tho latter struggle most of th9 


towns 
in northeast Lancashire and 


Cheshire, where weaving was carried 
on, amalgamated into ono vast, power- 
ful 
federation, 
representing 
30,000 


work people, and is known as the 
Northern Counties' Amalgamated Pow- 
er Loom Weavers' association. 


At Bury, near Manchester, in 18S4, 


Mr. Holmes was again honored by being 
elected president, and he has every year 
Since then been elected without opposi- 
tion. 


So far the amalgamation had been 


among the weavers themselves, but it 
was found t h n b tho interests of all tho 
factory workers were identical, and an- 
other more important organization was 
formed—tho Textile Factory Workers' 
association—comprising all workers en- 
giiged in textile trades. Of this associa- 
tion Mr. Holmes is now president. 


Ho led a successful campaign a few 


years ago ngainst the excessive steaming 
in weaving sheds, and his association 
has obtained pnrliamouatry interference 
nutl enactment which make tho lives oE 
the operatives far more tolerable nnd of 
a healthier order than they used to be. 
Under tho old system they frequently 
left tho weaving sheds drenched with 
moisture, and many deaths were direct- 
ly traceable to colds contracted at such 
times, 


Mr. Holmes has realized and empha- 


sized tho doctrine that the best organ- 
ized workers are the best paid. 
This 


principle has taken root in Lancashire, 
and Mr. Holmes finds himself nt tho 
head of tho best organized class of work- 
ers in Lanc'Rshirc, if not in England, 
and it would not perhaps be too much 
to say that there are not anywhere else 
factory operatives who have so greatly 
improved their condition, or who are so 
powerful through organization. 


Mr. Holmes has been fimeinber of tho 


Burnley school board for nearly 20 
years and a town councilor for fi score of 
years. 
A few years ago ho was made a 


justico of the peace. There is ono honor 
which has not yet overtaken him (it is 
perhaps not far off)—that of M. P. Last 
year ho attended labor congresses at Zu- 
rich, Switzerland, and Rouboux,Franco. 
His present mission to the United States 
completes n triology of honors such ns 
has never beforo been conferred iipou an 
English workingmarj. 


Ho is n teetotaler, bnt likes a good 


cigar. 
His manner is simple niid unas- 


suming, and though his knowledge of 
book theories is limited he is blessed 
with good common, sense.

Three thousand men and women in the 


Philadelphia's sweating shops work 14 
hours a day on an average for the pit- 
tance of $4.50 a week. This sad condi- 
tion of affairs is not peculiar to the City 
of Brotherly Love and doubtless exists 
in all large cities, The boasted civiliza- 
tion of the nineteenth century has left 
much undone. It is not natural for men 
to work for such a pittance. Their wages 
ore forced to this low figure by the num- 
6cr of men always out of employment 
and always begging for work. Men al- 
lowed to work and to retain what they 
produce do not want. 
The resources of 


nature ore inffloient to give all men em- 
ployment, bnt labor is shut out by arti- 
ficial barriers. Tha great aim of- oivili- 
tation should be to takedown those bar- 
riers. Then, and not till then, will the 
masses bs free.—Once a Week.

TAKE PUBLIC FUNDS. 


Armies 
of 
Heelers 
are Beseiging 


Office Holders. 


SAVANNAH, Dec. 17.—The most unlqna, 


the ruosfc disorderly and generally ac- 
cepted oa the most disgraceful period of 
politics in tho history ot this city, hag 
come to a breathing pauso. Two fac- 
tlonnl Dsmocratlc candidates are in tho 
field for tlie mayoralty, the election tak- 
ing place in January. Under the first use 
of the Australian ballot system hero, no 
one can vote who has not paid all his 
taxes, including thoso of this year, and 
registered. 


This provision lod to a wild scramble at 


flret, and then pitched battles daily be- 
t'Tvcen large forces for choice positions in 
lino to the tax collector's office. 
He could 


issue only about 200 receipts a day, and as 
tho registration closed Saturday, it was 
inevitable Bhat many citizens would bo 
shut out. 


The two factions hired two e«-n8s °' 


toughs,, each numbering about 1UO, and 
Including the most desperate -whites and 
negroes of tho city. These men. were paid 
from $S to 310 a day. To each was glvon a 
list of sis names, tlie largest number the 
collector would accept taxes for from ono 
person, and tho money to pay their taxes 
with. 


Each morning for 10 dnys past the two 


tu-mies of .political mercenaries have slug- 
ged each other in front of and inside tho 
courthouse, hundreds of citizens gathering 
from nil parts of tho city daily 


To Wlbnesa tlie Big Mills. 


For t\vo weeks, at least, no citizen, paid 


taxes for himself, all entrusting their 
names and money to the hired heelers. At 
times, nearly the entire police force of the 
elt}rhacl to be called out to establish order, 
and for over a week the presence of about 40 
policemen has been constantly required at 
the tax collector's office. 


The annius of heelers were fed at tlie 


rival headquarters, where many of them 
remained all night, going out early each 
morning to resume the battle, and at the 
courthouse, "\vhero beer, whisky, coffee and 
sandwiches were given thorn. Two or 
three times a day a number ot' tho workers 
skipped with their lists and money, dis- 
franchising many citizens. 


It is calculated that the cost oC keeping 


up tho two armies, which In the. lust few 
days had been Increased to about 300, ix» 
fight for polltax receipts, was over 810,000. 
The next legislature will be appealed to.

It was filled but for $6000,and 
had bean given in payment for three notes 
of §2000 each, which McKean attempted 
to vise lo balance his note account.

born in Edinburgh, Nov. IK, 1S50. Ho waa 
educated Bt private schools and at tlie 
University of Edinburgh, and was called 
to tho Scntt-ish bur, but traveled and do- 
voted himself to literature. 


Ouo of liis earliest works was an ac- 


oounC of his travels in California, but tha 
work which established his reputation as 
a writer of fiction was "Treasure Island," 
published in 18S3. Among the most, popu 
lav of his works is "Dr. Joykll and Mr 
Ilydu," which was dramatized and played 
at the Lyceum thcntcr in Lundon in 18S8, 
and subsequently in tho United States.

fering from lung trouble and went to the 
South Pnc'iflc for his health.

Ho took a close 
Interest in Samonn utfairs, and bus written 
HKiuy letters to the newspapers in favor of 
thu natives as iiKiiiiibt the treaty powers 
under whose direction tho government of 
tho islands is conducted.

WASHINGTON, Dee. 17.—The Nicaragua 


cnnal bill holds its place as tho unfliiiahed 
business In the senate calendar, and the 
general understanding appears to be thaC 
It will continue to occupy the attention. oE 
the senate, ivlth few interruptions, ami 
those by consent, until a yoto is ttikon 
upon it. 


Thu bill only comos up on each day after 


tho disposal of tho morning business, and 
It will surrender this place temporarily 
on Thursday to permit the ceremonies ill 
commemoration of Wobstcr und Stark, 
and of tho unveiling of their statues whlcJi 
have "boon placed In tha Capitol. 


There Is also a probability that the com- 


mittee on appropriations may ask con- 
Bldorntion for the urgent deficiency bill 
toward tho last of the week. It is under- 
stood that Senator Cockrell, chairman of 
thin committee, -will lay stress upon the 
importance of Retting this hill through he- 
fore the holidays, and that he will ask the 
commlttoo to pass upon It today or to- 
morrow. There is little probabilitj-, how- 
ever, that any of the. other appropriations 
will recelvo the attention of the senace 
during tho week. 


About Adjournment. 


The disposition among senators ifl favor- 


able to an adjournmant on Thursday un- 
til after the Christmas holidays, but It Is 
probable that the house will not consent 
to this arrangement, and that the ad- 
journment will be delayed until Saturday.

There is considerable opposition by the

OLD RETALIATION ACT 


May D0 Heiurraoted If GermmiT Farilats 


In Her DlBOrlinlnatlons. 


WABHIMOTON, Dec. 17.—In view of tha 


<3lsi»olinatlon of congress to take np tha 
sugar soheduloB of tho tariff act, autl tho 
consequent Improbability of any action as 
was recommended by the president look- 
Ing to the repeal of tho duty of one-tenth 
of one cent on sugar produced under tho 
bounty system, tho future action of tha 
German government 
Is being awaited 


with some apprehension here. 


The speech of tho Gorman chancellor In 


tho relchata^, In which ho mado a strong 
point of tho dliorlmlimtlon imposed by the 
United States toward German sugar, i3 
telieved to indloato a strengthening of the 
policy which the government has adopted 
directed to the exclusion or severe restric- 
tion upon American products sought to bo 
Imported into Germany. 


At present Mr. Runyon is working hard 


to secure an amelioration of tho rigid or- 
ders of exclusion In tho case of American 
cattle, and Secretary Grcsham is in al- 
most daily consultation with tho Gorman 
minister hero upon the same subject, as 
well as upon that of cottonseed oil, which 
has just suffered a sovero blow from tho 
Increase of the import tax to SOO per cent, 
practically eiolusivo. 


Up to this time no appreciable degree of 


CUCOCBB haa attended these efforts of our 
government, the character of the negotia- 
tions appearing to indicate a purpose on 
the part of the German government to 
procrastinate until congress decisively an- 
nounces Its intention in the matter of the 
•ugar duty. 


As long as these condition.!* obtain, our 


government is likely to wait patiently, 
but should there be any fresh actacks by 
tho Germans upon American interests, 
there is good reason to believe that the ad- 
ministration will have recourse to the re- 
taliation act of 1800, and singling oub some 
German article, tho Importation of which 
Into the United States about equals in 
volume the normal American cattle and 
meat trade with Germany, forbid its im- 
portation. 


Tho Frloe of Peace.

Even If wo were disposed to do BO, we can- 
nob, in our position as a naval power, 
view with Indifference the disaster to and 
possibly tho ruin of the colony wo may 
some day regard as among the mosG valu- 
able of our naval stations.
